I am reasonably confident we have what we need insofar as the list is concerned -1 have cross-checked against 2 other 
Monument data-bases. I was thinking of the PMB recheck as a means of letting those submitting the data know that they 
messed up without making a big deal about it, not as something that would turn up other omissions. 

If Amy agrees to let us use their Regs.gov expert, and SOL doesn't have any problems with us using it, we should be able to 
finalize the notice and press release tomorrow. Unfortunately, OCL has not collected the names of the Representatives with 
the Monuments in their District, but Micah agreed tonight that I could ask the bureau CL offices to provide those, and I will ask 
for those by COB Friday, so we should be able to send the notice to the FR Monday and send advance notice to the Hill then 
also, with public release Tuesday (it takes at least a day after a notice is delivered before it is published, but it can be viewed I 
believe the next day; will confirm that tomorrow). 

If we don't use Regs.gov it could get very expensive - Larry said he has already gotten comments that have used up a good 
part of his May capacity. This is provided by one of the telecoms - ATT perhaps, once he suggested Regs.gov I didn't retain 
the other details - under contract, and there are limits on how many items are handled per amount paid.
